Curry, a finalist for the ’92 Rotary } 
Lombardi Award, has been hampered } 
somewhat by a pin that was put in his right 


hand nearly a month ago. 


The linebacking crew can be given } 
much of the credit for the Tide’s stingy 
defense against the run. The Tide has 
allowed only 48 yards per game on the } 
ground. Outside ’backer Antonio London } 
is the strong man of the unit. A senior, } 
London is the club’s leading tackler, while 


fellow outside man Lemanski Hall is } 


second.

The 1992 campaign marks a new era in Southeastern Conference football 
history, as the regular-season will culminate in the first-ever Division I-A 
conference championship game. The contest will feature the Eastern and 
Western Division champions vying for the SEC title and the league’s 
automatic bid to the USF&G Sugar Bowl in New Orleans.

The first SEC Football Championship game will be played December 5, 
1992, at 83,091-seat Legion Field in Birmingham, Ala.

Carolina, Tennessee and Vanderbilt. The Western Division is comprised of 
Alabama, Arkansas, Auburn, LSU, Mississippi and Mississippi State. 

The participants of the game will be determined during the eight-game 
regular-season conference schedtile — the team with the best overall SEC 
winning percentage in each division will qualify. 

The new eight-game conference schedule is based on a 5-2-1 format. It 
allows each school to play all five of its division opponents along with two 
permanent and one rotating non-division opponent each year. It ensures an 
institution will play every conference member at least twice during an eight- 
year period, 

In the event of a tie for the divisional championship, the following tie- 
breaker system will be used: (1) Head-to-head competition between the tied 
teams; (2) Records of the tied teams within the division; (3) Head-to-head 
competition against the team within the division with the best overall 
conference record and proceeding through the division; (4) Overall record 
against non-divisional teams; (5) Combined record against all common non- 
division teams; (6) Record against common non-division team with the best 
overall conference record and proceeding through other common non- 
divisional teams based on their order of finish within their division; (7) Vote 
of the athletic directors whose institution is not involved in the tie.

You can’t manufacture it 
and nobody really knows how to define it, but you know it 
when you see it. And, perhaps more important, you know 

it when you feel it. 
It’s a tradition of winning. Tennessee is the 10th 
winningest team in the country. Not only do the Vols have 
the winningest overall athletics program in the SEC, they've } 


won more games the past five years than any of their conference rivals 
and have captured 11 SEC championships, three since 1984.

As Alabama celebrates its 100th 
year of football, Gene Stallings is 
celebrating his third year with the 
Crimson Tide. 

Stallings, who was an assistant 
coach under ‘Bama legend Paul “Bear” 
Bryant (1958-64), was named 
Alabama’s head coach in January of 
1990, leading the Tide to a 7-5 mark 

despite a three-game losing streak which opened the season, 
Stallings’ second season proved to be much more ‘Bama- 
like as the Tide finished 11-1. This season the Tide has 
continued its roll, entering today’s game undefeated at 5-0. 
Stallings initial contact with Bryant came while at Texas 
A&M where Stallings was an All-Southwest Conference 
selection under Bryant. Following his playing days, he became 
a graduate assistant before moving with Bryant to Alabama. 
After his stint as the Tide’s assistant coach, Stallings earned 
his first head coaching job with his alma mater Texas A&M 
where he coached from 1965-71. He then moved to an 
assistant post with the NFL’s Dallas Cowboys, serving for 
fourteen seasons and through a Super Bowl triumph (1978). 
In 1986, Stallings was named the St. Louis Cardinals’ 
head coach, a position he held for three seasons until taking 
over his current post with the Tide.

The University of Tennessee’s proud football tradition is well 
represented in the storied National Football Foundation and Hall of 
Fame. Thirteen former Vols and one coach, Gen. Robert R. 
Neyland, represent the Big Orange in college football's shrine 
honoring its greatest players. Tennessee’s 14 honorees represent the 
most of any Southeastern Conference member. Beginning with Gene 
McEver’s induction in 1954, Tennessee greats have been given 


college football’s highest honor quite frequently. 


Vol fans may view displays of Tennessee Hall of Fame members in the Neyland- 
Thompson Complex’s Hall of Fame display. The display immortalizes former Vol Ed Molinski 
players and coaches, as well as great games and championship teams.

Mascot 

The official mascot is Smokey, a rather pleasant blue 
tick coon hound that has been on the job since 1953. 
The dog is a native breed of Tennessee and a line of dog 
used for hunting raccoons. The present Smokey is the 
sixth in line of such canines provided by the late Rev. 
W.C. Brooks of Knoxville for the post and is 
appropriately called Smokey VII. Smokey was chosen as 
a result of the 1953 Pep Club contest to select a mascot. 


Nickname 

The University of Tennessee, as the state's land grant university, draws the 
nickname of its athletic teams (Volunteers) from the name most associated 
with the state. Tennessee acquired its name “The Volunteer State” in the early 
days of the 19th century when Gen. Andrew Jackson mustered large armies 
from his home state to fight the Indians and later the British at the Battle of 
New Orleans. 

The name became even more prominent in the Mexican War when Gov. 
Aaron V. Brown issued a call of 2,800 men to battle Santa Ana and some 30,000 
volunteered. The dragoon uniform worn by Tennessee regulars during that conflict 
is still seen adorning the color guard at UT athletic events. 

The name “Volunteers” is frequently shortened to “Vols” in describing 
Tennessee athletic teams. 


Running Through the “T”’ 

From the time of coach Bob Neyland through the 
1963 season, the Vols had their ream bench on the east 
side of the field, close to their dressing room which 
entered the field on the 50-yard line. 

When Doug Dickey became Tennessee’s coach in 
1964, he changed all that. He moved his team bench 
to the west side, allowing the Vols to enter through a 
giant “IT” formed by the “Pride of the Southland” 
Marching Band. 

When the ‘ ols moved to the new dressing room quarters under the north 


stands in 1983, the “T” remained, forming from the north to south instead of east 
to west. 

The “T” has occasionally been formed on the road, most notably at Liberty 
Bowl Memorial Stadium in Memphis, at Vanderbilt Stadium in Nashville, and at 
the 1986 and 1991 Sugar Bowls in New Orleans. 


School Colors 
The colors Orange and White were selected by Charles Moore, a member of 
the first football ceam in 1891, and were later approved by a vote of the student 
body. The colors were those of the common American daisy which grew in 
profusion on The Hill. Tennessee players did not appear in the now-famous 
Orange jerseys until the season-opening game in 1922. Coach M.B, Banks’ Vols 
won that game over Emory and Henry by a score of 50-0. 


The Hill 

Since the 1800s, The Hill has been a symbol of 
higher education in Tennessee. The University, 
founded as Blount College in 1794 in a lone rwo-story 
house, had its beginnings on The Hill and quickly 
grew around it. 

The main part of UT's old campus stands on this 
rising bank above the north shore of the Tennessee 
River. Neyland Stadium sprawls at the base of The Hill, 
between it and the river. 


Years of constant expansion and development have pushed the campus west of 
The Hill, Ayres Hall, which holds a commanding view over the campus and 
housed the College of Liberal Arts, still provides the most dynamic and 
recognizable scenes on campus. Today, The Hill is the center of activity for the 
natural sciences, mathematics, computer science and engineering.
